p TRUTH I N LEND ING 

The Federal Reserve Regulation ' Z', 
called truth in lending, is desighed to 
help the average citizen. 

The new law requires that the lender 
tell the truth. For instance the actual 
financing costs and the annual interest 
rate. If you buy a car, TV, jewelry o r 
any item on terms; every bank, finance 
company and dealer is obligated to sub¬ 
mit the actual interest rate to you, for 
your approval and acceptance . 

Discounted method of interest is where 
the borrower receives less than he asks 
for. The interest is discounted from the 
loan made. 

Add on method of interest is where the 
interest is added to the amount bor¬ 
rowed. The amount is divided by the re¬ 
payment months. 

Don't be fooled by terms like 7/8 of 
one percent. Because 7/8 of one percent 
is actually 10 1/2 percent per year. In 
California we have a usury law which 
prohibits real estate loans to exceed 10% 
interest. 

Today's tight money situation has gone 
to the heads of some lenders. Recently 
a lender told me "tell your client, we 
have the money, we dictate the terms", 

I told that particular lender » money may 
be scarc-but lenders aren' t." 

Let me recommend that you do like¬ 
wise. If you feel you're not getting a 
fa.r deal from your lender- change, even 
if you end up paying the same rate at 
least you' 11 retain your dignity and res¬ 
pect . 


T m sure the new truth in lending laws 
are especially designed for lenders like 
the one I just mentioned. Apparently they 
are the ones who enjoy taking advantage 
of the un — informed borrower. 

It is consoling to know that the govern¬ 
ment is finally doing something to pro¬ 
tect the borrowing public. 

I welcome this new truth in lending 
law, Regulation ' Z ' .
